The New Brockton Town 
Council voted Monday 
night, Aug. 3, to support the 
town’s fire department with 
being able to meet equip- 
ment needs. 

Following up on’a discus- 
sion held by the council at 
its last work session, a mo- 
tion was made and ap- 
proved Monday night for 
the town to provide a $500 
payment per month to the 
New Brockton Fire Depart- 
ment to help the department 
with purchases of equip- 
ment needed to better serve 
the community in times of 
need. 

The council also gave a 
nod to a business Monday 
night by voting to approve a 
request to allow alcohol 
sales for a new restaurant 
coming to town. Owners of 
The Craft Bar and Grill in 
Enterprise plan to open the 
Outpost Restaurant in New 
Brockton at the former loca- 
tion of Frogz. 

Mayor Kathy Holley said 
the Outpost Restaurant 
would be open each Mon- 
day — Friday for lunch and 
also each Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday nights. She 
said the owners had made 
application to be able to

The Summer Learning 
Program at the Elba Public 
Library may have been a lit- 
tle different this year due to 
the COVID-19 pandemic, 
but that did not prevent 
local children from opening 
a book or books. 

Gone this year were the 
numerous programs held at 
the library for children and 
story times with visits from 
different performers 
throughout the summer. In- 
stead, this year the Elba 
Public Library provided 


children with activity 
packets each week for the 6- 
week program. 


In each packet was at 
least one book, activities 
and supplies for children 
and their families to do, to 
go along with the theme of 
the book that week. 
STEAM Packets were also 
given out several weeks. In 
the STEAM packets chil- 
dren were given supplies 
needed to conduct a 
STEAM experiment at 
home. 

Fifth and sixth graders 
were eligible to participate 
in “The Summer of Kind- 
ness.” Wonder, by RJ Pala- 
cio, books were given to 
children and they were en- 
couraged to choose kind- 
ness throughout the summer 
by doing good deeds for 
others. 

“We had 34 children reg- 
ister for the Summer Learn- 
ing Program,” said Jennifer 
Amlong, Elba Public Li- 
brary director. “More that 
500 library books were 
checked out during our pro- 


Pre-school — Sixth grade 
participated in the program 
this year. Amlong said over 
123 free books were given 
out to children who partici- 
pated. Also, she said 79 ac- 
tivity packets and 51 
STEAM packets were given 
out. | 

Books also were given 
out for children to do book 
reports where Amlong said 
the participating children

Town clerk Debbie An- 
drews announced the town’s 
Statement of Election for 
the Aug. 25th Municipal 
Election to be held in New 
Brockton. The statement 
noted only one candidate 
qualified for the office of 
mayor, and council seats for 
District One, District Three, 
and District Five. The state- 
ment further noted that two 
candidates had qualified for 
election in the New Brock- 
ton Council, District Four, 
race while no one qualified 
for the New Brockton Town 
Council, District Two race. 

Following the introduc- 
tion of the Statement of 
Election, the council ap- 
proved individual  res- 
olutions to provide 
Certificates for “Elected 
Without Opposition” to 
Mayor Kathryn Holley; 
Town Council member 
Ronald Terry, District One; 
Town Council member 
Ralph Medley, District 
Three; and Town Council 
member Shirley Eads, Dis- 
trict 5 for the 2020 Munici- 
pal Election. 


Looking at the monthly 


financial report, the town 


clerk noted the general fund 
had a balance of $280,342 
at the end of July, and in- 
come for the month had 
been just under $29,000. 

The council voted to 
allow the clerk to pay the 
town’s regular monthly bills 
for the month of August es- 
timated at just over 
$17,400. The figure was es- 
timated due to not all bills 
being received as of Mon- 
day night’s council meeting. 

Mayor Holley noted that

Also during the meeting, 
the council approved a res- 
olution naming the poll 
workers for New Brock- 
ton’s Municipal Election set 
for Tuesday, Aug. 25th. 
Polls will be open from 7 
a.m. until 7 p.m. that day.

(LBWCC) will welcome 
students back for the fall 
semester on August 17 
with a modified instruc- 
tional schedule, including 
on-campus courses deliv- 
ered in a hybrid or tradi- 
tional format if space 
allows. 

All courses will transi- 
tion to online instruction 
Noy. 20. 

The maximum enroll- 
ment occupancy for each 
classroom will be reduced 
as needed to maintain a 
minimum physical dis- 
tance of six feet. Courses 
with room enrollments 
over the maximum number 
allowed for social distane- 
ing will be delivered in a 
hybrid format. 

“We want to make sure 


every precaution is in place 
to ensure a safe and 
healthy environment for 
students,” said LBWCC 
Interim President, Dr. 
Chris Cox. 

LBWCC will require all 
students, employees, vis- 
itors and entities utilizing 
the College’s facilities to 
wear face coverings for all 
face-to-face interactions, 
along with other necessary 
personal protective equip- 
ment. , 

Disinfection measures 
will be taken routinely to 
disinfect workplace sur- 
faces, chairs, tables, gen- 
eral use areas, etc. to 
protect employees, stu- 
dents and the general pub- 
lic. Temperature checks of 
all individuals entering 
buildings will be done with 
non-contact thermometers. 


Guidelines for students 
residing in on-campus 
housing will include tem- 
perature checks and ques- 
tionnaire protocols. 

Each available course 
contains an online compo- 
nent through the Canvas 
learning system. In the 
event that in-person classes 
must close due to the pan- 
demic or other event, all 
course instruction will be 
delivered in an online for- 
mat. As in previous se- 
mesters, LBWCC will also 
offer a variety of online 
courses to meet the needs 
of students.

Governor Ivey announces $100 million small 
business grant program to ‘Revive Alabama’ 


Governor Kay Ivey 
recently announced the 
Revive Alabama _ grant 
program to support small 
businesses in Alabama that 
have been impacted by 
COVID-19, 

Revive Alabama _ will 
reimburse smal] businesses 
up to a combined $100 
million for expenses they 
have incurred due to 
operational interruptions 
caused by the pandemic 
and related —_ business 
closures. 

“Tn many ways, our small 
businesses were hit the 


hardest from the 
coronavirus pandemic,” 
Governor Ivey _ said. 


“Ensuring these owners 
have every opportunity to 
recoup expenses incurred 
due the disruption of 


business is essential to 


getting our economy 
roaring once again." 
Alabama received 


approximately $1.9 billion 
of CARES Act funding to 
respond to and mitigate the 
coronavirus —_ pandemic. 
Alabama Act 2020-199 
designated up to $300 
million of the Coronavirus 
Relief Fund for individuals, 
businesses, non-profit and 
faith-based organizations 
directly impacted by the 
coronavirus pandemic. 
Qualifying businesses 
may receive up to $15,000 
to reimburse these 
expenses if they have not 
received federal assistance 
for the corresponding item 
they are claiming with the 
state of Alabama. There is 
no set cap on the number of

Each applying 
business must have its own 
MAT account to apply for a 
Revive Alabama Small 
Business Grant. Tax 
preparers may not apply for 
grants on behalf of their 
clients but may be able to 
assist potential applicants 
with information needed to 
establish their own MAT 
accounts.

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Secretary of State John H. Merrill extended the 
opportunity for anyone concerned about COVID-19 to 
apply for and cast an absentee ballot for the upcoming 


municipal elections. 


At the request of the Alabama League of Municipalities 
on behalf of all Alabama municipalities scheduled to hold 
an election in 2020, Merrill authorized anyone concerned 
about contracting or spreading COVID-19 to cast an 
absentee ballot in order to avoid the polls on Election Day. 

Any qualified voter who determines it is impossible or 
unreasonable to vote at their polling place shall be eligible 
to check the box on the absentee ballot application that is 
most applicable to that individual. State law allows the 
Secretary of State to issue absentee voting guidance 
during declared states of emergency, allowing Secretary 
Merrill to encourage voters to check the box which reads 
as follows (in the case none of the boxes are appropriate):

For what it is worth... 


*** High school football practice officially started last 

week all across the state, and while everyone was happy 
to see the players in pads, it meant the season can’t be far 
away and that all area fans need to get ready. Numbers are 
down a little at a number of area schools, which has 
caused some coaches to work the players a little harder. 
However, at least two schools are boasting one of their 
biggest rosters ever and have the coaches and fans excited. 
‘While fans always like to predict how many games their 
team will win in a season, this year the fans are predicting 
how many games will be played before the season is shut 
down. That’s one prediction I refused to even consider! 

*** The big news last week in the college football 
world was that the Southeastern Conference had made the 
decision to play a 10-game schedule, with only SEC teams 
on the new schedule. The season will now start on Sept. 
26, with each team having a week off in mid-season and 
having an open date the week before the conference cham- 
pionship. All 14 SEC teams usually play eight conference 
opponents, including all the teams in their divisions. Ho- 
wever, now league officials will draw up a new schedule 
for all the teams with non-division opponents based upon 
a formula that includes each team’s win-loss record in the 
previous season. The fact the SEC is trying to salvage a 
season is the good news, while the bad news is the finan- 
cial loss to teams from outside the SEC that were on team 
schedules. The loss to ‘Group of Five’ teams like Alabama 
State and Kent State will reportedly amount to $36 mil- 
lion, with losses also hitting the pocket books of other 
FSC teams. The crazy college football season only gets 
crazier each and every day, but at least as of now it will 
still be played. 

*** The SEC’s decision last week to play a conference 
only schedule obviously had a major impact on the entire 
world of collegiate football, but also resulted the cancel- 
ation of 56 games involving SEC teams and out of con- 
ference opponents. Some ‘rivalry’ games that were 
victims of the change included Florida at Florida State, 
Georgia Tech at Georgia, Kentucky at Louisville and 
South Carolina at Clemson. The South Carolina-Clemson 
game had been played 110 straight years, even during 
World War II, while the Ga Tech-Georgia game had been 
played every year for 95 years and the Florida-Florida 
State game had been on the schedule 61 straight years. 
Some ‘interesting’ games dropped from the schedule in- 
cluded Arkansas at Notre Dame, Texas at LSU, Tennessee 
at Oklahoma, Mississippi State at North Carolina State, 
Troy at Tennessee and Georgia Southern at Ole Miss. Not 
all games that were canceled were going to be worth 
watching to anyone other than the fans of the home team, 
with ‘cupcakes’ being washed away including Alcorn 
State at Auburn, Eastern Washington at Florida, Central 
Arkansas at Missouri, East Tennessee State at Georgia, 
UT Martin at Alabama, Alabama A & M at Mississippi 
State, and Wofford at South Carolina. I wonder how many 
team schedules were already printed and if they will be- 
come collectors’ items. 

*** Since Barbour County was mired in a 60-game 
losing streak in football, I had already predicted that the 
Jaguars would cancel the 2020 football season. What I 
didn’t predict; however, was that the Jaguars would also 
cancel all sports for the entire school year. Since the move 
down to Class 1A it was almost a given Barbour County 
would be a favorite to win the state title in basketball. So, 
the decision will make a lot of 1A teams across the state 
mighty happy. 

** In closing.... Hall of Fame high school coach 
Doyle Kinsaul passed away last week, leaving a hole in 
the hearts of his family members, all his former players 
and the thousands of people who considered it an honor 
to call him a friend. While I don’t remember him coach- 
ing, I will always remember seeing him and his wife sit- 
ting at courtside at Straughn basketball games and always 
made a point to shake his hand at every game I officiated 
at the school. The handshake was out of respect for a man 
that devoted most of his adult life to coaching and had a 
major impact on the lives of hundreds of school children, 
and ‘his corner’ will always be a special place and help 
everyone remember him in years to come.

During upcoming season 
No culls for state’s alligator hunters

With Alabama’s 2020 al- 
ligator season only a couple 
of weeks away, the Ala- 
bama Wildlife and Fresh- 
water Fisheries (WFF) 
Division wants to remind 
those lucky tag holders 
about the no-cull rule in ef- 
fect. 

With the exception of the 
Lake Eufaula Zone, tag 
holders are not allowed to 
release an alligator after it 
has been captured. The ex- 
ception for the Lake Eu- 
faula Zone is because it is 
the only zone that has a 
minimum size __ length, 
which is 8 feet total length. 
In this zone, only alligators 
that are under 8 feet in 
length may be released after 
capture. In all other zones, 
culling is completely pro- 
hibited. 

“Many folks who have 
been going to classes for 
years and are now getting 
the training online under- 
stand about culling,” said 
WFF Director Chuck 
Sykes. “However, I think 
some hunters have abused 
our leniency in enforcing 
the regulation. We just want 
to make sure that everybody 
is aware that culling is not a 
legal practice. This is not a 
fishing trip where you prac- 
tice catch-and-release. This 
is a cold-blooded animal 
that expends a great deal of 
energy during the fight and 
that could end up as an un- 
expected mortality. 

“When you have 5,000 or 
so people apply for one of 
these coveted tags, we don’t 
want people abusing the 
process and making it look 
like a catch-and-release 
fishing tournament. We just 
wanted to clarify that cul- 
ling is not allowed.” 

Wildlife Section Chief 
Keith Gauldin said this reg- 
ulation has been in effect 
since Alabama’s 2018 alli- 
gator season. 

“Just as you don’t capture 
and release any other game 
animal, hunters are not al- 
lowed to practice releasing 
alligators unless they are 
hunting in the Lake Eufaula 
Zone, where there is a mini- 
mum harvest length of 8 
feet,” Gauldin said. “A cap- 
tured gator is your gator, so 
be sure to review the train- 
ing videos on the website. 
The videos give you helpful 
tips on how to judge the size 
of an alligator.” 

Gauldin said there is a di- 
rect correlation between the 


distance from the gator’s 
nostrils to its eyes and the 
total length of the animal. If 
the distance from the nos- 
trils to the eyes is 10 inches, 
the estimated total length of 
the alligator would be 10 
feet. Visit www.outdoorala- 

alli T- - 
tag-training-videos for the 
six training videos and one 
that explains the no-cull 
regulation. 

Tag holders must abide 
by the rule that applies 
when an alligator is “cap- 
tured.” 

“In the past, we have seen 
individuals on social media 
posting alligators that they 
have captured, taken pic- 
tures of and then released,” 
Gauldin said “We don’t 
want hunters to cause any 
undue stress on these ani- 
mals, 

“By regulation, an alli- 
gator is considered captured 
once it is secured with a 
snare around a leg or the 
head and is secured boat- 
side and in control. It must 
be immediately dispatched 
and the temporary tag ap- 
plied. We want to stress that 
before hunters pursue an al- 
ligator and throw a hook at 
it or any of the legal means 
of catching an alligator, 
they should view that gator 
and estimate its size closely. 
They need to make sure 
that’s the one they want to 
harvest.” 

Gauldin said another rule 
that will be closely enforced 
has to do with boats provid- 
ing assistance during the 
pursuit of an alligator. 

“When hunting parties 
have multiple vessels in- 
volved, only the boat with 
the tag holder can have the 
capture equipment in it,” he 
said. “The other vessels that 
are assisting can only have 
spotlights but no capture 
equipment.” 

Capture methods are re- 
stricted to hand-held snares, 
snatch hooks (hand-held or 
rod/reel), harpoons (with at- 
tached line), and bowfish- 
ing equipment (with line 
attached from arrow to bow 
or crossbow). The use of 
bait is not allowed. 

Gauldin said the WFF’s 
Enforcement Section will 
be out in full force during 
the alligator season to en- 
sure the regulations are fol- 
lowed. 

“There is a high likeli- 
hood hunters will be 
checked by a Conservation 
Enforcement Officer at least 
on one of the nights of the 
season,” he said. “It’s a 
good idea to put all of your 
identification, hunting li-

cense and alligator tag in a 
Ziploc bag for easy access 
instead of having to dig it 
out of your wallet at one 
o’clock in the morning. 
Have that ready for presen- 
tation when you get 
checked. It will make it eas- 
ier for our officers and 
make for a more timely 
check for the hunters.” 

Gauldin also wants 
hunters to refrain from con- 
suming alcohol during the 
hunts. 

“We want hunters to have 
a good time but a safe 
time,” he said. “Combining 
alcohol and alligator hunt- 
ing is not a good idea. 

“And make sure every- 
one has a PFD (personal 
flotation device). It’s a good 
idea to have that PFD on if 
the boat is under throttle, 
especially at night. Obstruc- 
tions are much harder to see 
at night. We just want them 
to have a safe hunt.” 

The Alabama alligator 
season is broken into five 
zones throughout south Al- 
abama, the traditional range 
of alligators in the state. 

The zone where Ala- 
bama’s first season origi- 
nated is the Southwest 
Zone, which has the most 
tags (100). The Southwest 
Zone includes all of Mobile 
and Baldwin counties north 
of I-10 and private and pub- 
lic waters in Washington, 
Clarke and Monroe counties 
that lie east of U.S. High- 
way 43 and south of U.S. 
Highway 84. The 2020 sea- 
son dates are sunset on Au- 
gust 13 until sunrise 
on August 16 and sunset 
on August 20 to sunrise 
on August 23, 

The Coastal Zone (50 
tags) was created last year 
to address the rising inter- 
action between alligators 
and the human population 
along the Coast, where 
WFF receives most of its 
nuisance alligator com- 


plaints. The Coastal Zone 
includes the private and 
public waters in Baldwin 
and Mobile counties that lie 
south of I-10. The 2020 sea- 
son dates are the same as 
the Southwest Zone. 

The Southeast Zone (40 
tags) covers the private and 
public waters in Barbour, 
Coffee, Covington, Dale, 
Geneva, Henry, Houston, 
and Russell counties, ex- 
cluding Alabama state pub- 
lic waters in Walter F. 
George Reservoir (Lake Eu- 
faula) and its navigable trib- 
utaries. The 2020 season 
dates are sunset on August 
8 until sunrise on Sep- 
tember 7. 

The West Central Zone 
(50 tags) includes private 
and public waters in Mon- 
roe (north of U.S. Highway 
84), Wilcox, and Dallas 
counties, The 2020 season 
dates are sunset on August 
13 to sunrise on August 
16 and sunset on August 
20 to sunrise on August 23. 

The Lake Eufaula Zone 

(20 tags) includes Alabama 
state public waters in Walter 
F, George Reservoir (Lake 
Eufaula) and its navigable 
tributaries, south of High- 
way 208, Omaha Bridge 
(excluding Eufaula National 
Wildlife Refuge). The 2020 
season dates are sunset 
on August 14 until sunrise 
on October 5. The Lake Eu- 
faula Zone is the only zone 
that allows daytime hunt- 
ing. 
Alabama’s alligator har- 
vest numbers have been 
consistent at between 65 
and 70 percent of the avail- 
able tags since the pro- 
gram’s inception. 

And one never knows 
when another monster gator 
will be hauled in that rivals 
the current world record of 
15 feet, 9 inches and 
1,011.5 pounds that was 
harvested in 2014 by 
Mandy Stokes of Camden.

Surging COVID-19 cases lengthen turnaround time for testing 


The State of Alabama 
continues to experience 
increases in the number of 
COVID-19 cases. While 
there has been a recent 
decline in the percentage of 
persons who test positive, 
the state is currently facing 
that has 
overwhelmed Alabama’s 
ability to provide test 
results within the 2- to 
3-day turnaround time 
needed to expeditiously 
make quarantine and care 
decisions. 

The “turnaround time,” 
which is the time from 
when specimens are 
received in the laboratory to 
reporting of the results, is 
increasing due to a number 
of factors, including supply 
chain issues with test 
reagents, an overall

increased demand for tests 
nationwide, and in some 
cases, increased numbers of 
unnecessary tests. 

The current turnaround 
time for most COVID-19 
testing performed in 
Alabama by commercial 
laboratories and the state 
laboratory is now averaging 
about 7 days. The Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health (ADPH) recognizes 
that this is too long and 
asks for consumers and 
physicians and _ other 
providers to help in making 
sure that those who are 
most vulnerable become 
the focus for testing: the 
elderly, those in congregate 
living settings, healthcare 
personnel, those with 
symptoms consistent with 
COVID-19 and those with 
underlying medical 
conditions that place them 
most at risk.

return to work is not 
recommended by the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention or by 
ADPH.

A negative test does 
not eliminate this 
requirement for quarantine 
when the person is a close 
contact to a COVID-19 
positive case or remains 
symptomatic without 
another diagnosis.
